COOK REPORTED IN EUROPE 


Backer Says He Fooled All From 
King of Denmark Down. 


Copenhagen. Denmark. Dec. 22. — 
The University of 
Copenhagen, the 
first institution of learning to recog- 
niz 
Dr. Frederick A. Cook as the dis­ 
co vc rer of the North Pole, solemnly 
declared and formally announced teat 
the explorer had failed to establish 
the claim upon which his high honors 
had been based. 
The 
committee 
appointed by the 
university to examine Cook’s records 
recently presented its report to the 
consistory of the University, which 
reviewed the deductions of the ex­ 
perts with the greatest care and dis­ 
cussed the findings from every stand­ 
point. 
That both the committee and 
the consistory were disappointed was 
soon known. 
The consistory adopted a written re­ 
port to the effect that the alleged 
-ecords sub bitted for examination by 
Dr. Cock failed to prove his claim that 
he had re re .. I the North Pole, 
The 
r* port of the committee, of 
which Professor Stromgren. the noted 
astronomer, 
was 
chai; man. as pre 
seated to the consistory, states that 
Cook's papers are without any value; 
that bis report to the university is 
practically the same as that published 
in the New York Herald upon his re­ 
turn from his Arctic expedition. 
The copies of his notel>ooks sub­ 
mitted. says the committee, contain 
no original calculations of observa­ 
tion 
but only results thereof. Accord­ 
ingly the committee concludes that he 
p.ffc i s no proof of having reached the 
North Pole. 


Carses Furiously Angry. 
Widespread indignation over the de­ 
ception which has placed practically 
the whole of Denmark in a somewhat 
humiliating 
position has 
taken the 
pla< e of the hero worship heretofore 
accorded to Dr Cook. 
While there 
have always b**< n some who doubted 
that Cook would he able to prove sat­ 
isfactorily ti »t he reached the North 
Tole there was not a Suul hut expect­ 
ed that he would at least supply some 
plau^bw ?a*a and supporting material. 
which, whlh

The public is unable to comprehend 
why Cook sent his papers, when he 
admit* it

x at; us which I left at Utah.” 
The members of the examining com­ 
mit! >e are vc y angry over the doc­ 
to rs bt ha vier.

Papers Examined. 
The documents handed the commis 
Hor. of the University of Copenhagen 
lor examination are:

Second, a typewritten copy made by 
Lonsdale from Cook’s notebook'. 'r Ms 
occupies

and includes a description of the o \- 
pedition during the period from March 
IS, 19o8. to 
June 13. 19"8, 
during | 
which, according to the 
statement 
Cook journeyed from Svartevog to the 
North Pole and returned to a point on 
the polar lee not 
specifically indi­ 
cated. but west of the A xel Heiberg i 
Land. 
The papers were not accompanied 
by a orivate letter from Dr. Cook, but 
Secretary Lonsdale said to the com 
mlttee that the original notebooks of 
the explorer, from which his copies 
were made, had been sent to Europe 
by another route as a measure of safe­ 
ty and would be given to the univer 
sity in the course of a few days. 
In presenting the records Lonsdale 
stated plainly and repeatedly that copy 
numbered two was a complete and 
truthful copy of the information con 
tamed iii all of Dr. Cook’s notebooks 
that could be of any importance to 
the university for the purposes of thii 
examination. 
In spite of the explor ; 
e r’s promise and his secretary’s assur 
anre that they would be here, the com 
mission has not yet got the original 
notebooks and diaries. 
Could Not Find Cook. 
Up to this time it has been lmpon 
sib!* for the university authorities ti 
■at into touch with Dr. Cook. The ex

plorer’s address is not known here 
even to Secretary Lonsdale. 
After the members of the examin­ 
ing committee had each made himself 
acquainted with the material deliv­ 
ered, and when they so convinced 
themselves of its utter worthlessness 
as a means of proving whether Cook 
reached the pole, the president of the j 
committee. Professor Stromgren, call­ 
ed a general meeting of the committee 
for last Friday, when the report to the 
university, and 
which is now made i 
public, was drawn up. 
Ixmsdale. who had been invited to 
this meeting to answer some ques- j 
tions, brought with him a letter which 
he had received from Cook, which bore j 
neither the place nor date of its writ­ 
ing. 
The opened envelope, however, 
bore the postmark “ Marseilles, Dec. 
14, 1%9.” The same envelope contain- J 
ed a letter addressed by Cook to the 
former rector of the University of Co­ 
penhagen. Professor Torp. The letter 
to Torp was dated New York. Sept. 
27. 1909. 
The letter Lonsdale produced before 
the committee lends color to the re­ 
port that Cook sailed from New York 
for a Mediterranean port. 
Findings of the Judges. 
In his letter to Professor Torp Dr. 
Cook states that not only were his in­ 
strum ents left at Etah. as indicated 
in his cable to the u n i v e r s i t y of Oct. 
23, but most of his astronomical ob- j 
sed atio n s were also left at that north­ 
ern point, and he adds that without i 
these it sterns unwise and impossible 
to pass a final Judgment upon his ex- j 
pedition. 
Atter obtaining all avail­ 
able information, the committee finds 
aa follows: 
First—The report of the expedition 
sent to the university by Dr. Cook is 
the same as that printed in the New 
York Herald during »he months of Sep 
fee .hor nu ’ October Ia*t. 
Second—The copy of Cook’s note­ 
books does not centnla any original 
astronomical observations whatsoever. 
I ut only results. 
T h irl—Th"* 
documents 
presented 
are inexcusably lacking in inform al n 
which would prove tha* the astr nom- 
ital observations therein referred to 
were really made; and also contain 
no details regarding the practical w 
k 
of the expedition and the s l e d g e jour­ 
ney which would enable the committee 
to determine their reliability 
Tile committee, therefore, is of th® 
opinion th**» the mat* iii transmitted 
for examination contains no proo that 
Dr. Cook reached the pole.

Importers Involved In “Sleeper

New- York, Dec. 22.—The federal 
grand jury has returned twenty-seven 
indictments against dressmakers, mil­ 
liners and importers of laces and silks 
who are charged with conspiracy to 
defraud the government by smuggling 
trunkfuls of fine fabrics. United States 
Marshal Henkel’s men arrested thir­ 
teen dressmakers, or representatives 
of dressmaking concerns, and a cus­ 
toms employe, who is alleged to have 
teen instrumental In slipping trunks 
through without payment of duties. 
Caroline Wlndmuller. held as being 
one of the principal offenders, gave 
bail for $5000. The others gave surety 
in smaller amounts. 
It was said at the United States dis­ 
trict attorney’s office that the “sleeper 
trunk” conspiracy was so successful 
for five years that it cost the govern­ 
ment about $1,000,000 a year in stolen 
duties. There was no trick, according 
to the government prosecutor, that the 
combination failed to work if it prom­ 
ised well.
